) further been argued that the Association was 
really a beneficent combination and the $150 


which was needed, to join was really charged 
not because it was so high that the ordinary 
individual. would be excluded by the prohi- 
bitive tariff, but because that sum would. be 
required from the members in order. to -de! 
fray the cost of stocking theland. Indeed, if 
looked at properly, we should have this Game 
Association as a band of philanthropists, ani- 
mated by.the best spirit of: sportsmen, and. 
solely desirous of increasing the facilities for 
indulging in a pastime which so far was one 
of thy few moderately inexpensive pursuits 
‘open to Hongkong residents. Unfortunate: 
ly, such a.claim has not aleg to stand on; it 
is a travesty of language to term this Game 
Association a disinterested venture, The 
most cursory consideration of the scheme 
shows that it was intended to -deprive the, 
plain man of the rights and privileges which 
he has for long enjoyed, and to enable a 
few moneyed men to enjoy their sport at the 
expense of the community. The increase 
in the cost of the game licence over certain 


‘defined areas is, indeed, arather clever move 


in the direction of excluding: thé’ general 
public from enjoying a day's shooting. 
The areas proclaimed comprise all the 
country which 1s worth shooting over 
near Hongkong. Nobady would ‘seek a 
$10 licence for other places; nowit is neces- 
sary to pay $50 before a sportsman can 
think about a shooting excursion. ‘Three 
or four years ago the cost of a. shooting 
license was ‘only $5; then it was proposed 
to raise the’ price to 830, but the Governor 
at that time, Sir Henry Blake, very properly 
‘refused to countenance such an’ idea, 
although he acquiesced in the suggestion

It is not surely 
the idea of the Government to consider the 
sale of shooting licences as a source of 
revenue. The object of the licence should be 
merely to regulate the use of fire arms and to 
ensure that irresponsibles ‘will not play 
havoc with their guns, For such a purpose 
a fee of $10 was amply sufficient, and no 
extraneous efforts 10 penalise: sport should 
have been introduced or sanctioned. As it 
was‘sport was quite expensive enough with:

And what,do the Government 
intend’ to do with the $50 which will 
be claimed from every sportsman? — Will 
they take over the duties of the still- 
bom Gaime” Association, and stock’ the 
vast territory proclaimed with birds and 
game generally?

These were the people to whom every en- 
couragement should have been given instead 
of curtailing the few opportunities at hand, 
The idea of restricting these opportunitics: 
could have originated nowhere else than in 
Hongkong, and the official ‘sanction would 
have:been given nowhere else than in Hong- 


‘kong. -Ifsuch a suggestion had been made 


in Singapore or Shanghai it would have been 
ignominiously thrown out without a second 
thought. It is a hard thing to say that this 
Notification seems very like an attempt to 
legislate: for the few, but the more the thing 
is considered the stronger grows that impres. 
sion. Altogether there is not-a good word 
to be said-for the Notification. It is a vidla- 
tion of “ancient” rights and privileges, and. 
under cover of some sort of expediency the 
Government have countenanced a technical 
robbery of the people's sporting ground.

THE NEW CHINESE KXCLUSION TREATY. 

We learn from an official lately arrived from 
Peking that the’ Waiwupu demand from the 
U.S, Goverment that the following. three 
clauses shall be inserted in the proposed new 
Exclusion Treaty, viz:—(a) that the policy of 
“excluding Chinese labourers irom entoring the 
Hawaiian and Philippine Islands be waived; 
(b) that Chinese entering the United States’ 
shall be given the same favourable treatment 
as those of any other nationality entering that 
country, and that Chinese shall not suffer ‘the 
‘indignity of being confined in wooden sheds or 
huts, like criminals; and (c) that Chinese im- 
migrants shall be permitted to engage the ser-' 
vices of legal representatives to conduct their 
cases, and that power of appeal to. the higher 
Courts against the decisions of ihe lower Courts 
be also granted should said decisions be con- 
sidered: unjust.

‘A "HOVCOTT RIOT’ IN THE 
bo NATIVE CLLY 

There was a rumour. in the Seitlément the 
other,day that there had beena. “riot” in the 
Native City caused by the boycott, which in 
the absence of details was taken seriously by 
some, An inquiry at the Police headquarters 
ot the Native City (Tsung-chu), however, 
clicited the fact that at about « o'clock on Tues- 
day afternoon (22nd inst.), two bricklayers went: 
toatobacco shop situated a short distance from 
the Old North gate, and asked how many boxes 
of Pinhead cigarettes’ would ten cents buy. 
They were informed three boxes. A bricklayer 
then threw ten tents on the shop couinter, and 
he was, given three boxes of the cigareties. 
The man drew out one, and having lighted it, 
asked the shop people whether they knew that 
Pmnbeads were American cigarettes and so 
tabooed from the market. The reply was that 
this was 50, but that according to the decision 
of their Guild they were allowed to sell Ameri- 
can cigarettes contracted for prior to the 20th 
of July down to the 18th day of the gth moan 
(16th of October next), and that these cigarettes 
belanged to-a consignment contracted for pre- 
vious to the zoth of July Jast; The bricklayer 
then demanded four boxes of cigarettes for ten 
cents, and suiting’ the action to his words 
snatched at.a fourth box and made off. Natur- 
ally the shop people resented this and gave 
chase, when the two men’ threw the extra box 
of cigarettes into the: flooded street {it was 
raining hard at the time) which of. course 
completely destroyed its contents A scrim 
mage then began, when the police (Ching-ts'a) 
appeared and arrested the bricktayers. They 
had to pay for the damaged cigarettes and 
then departed with censure from the police 
officer (weiyuan) in charge. C, D, News,
